COMMUNIST TROOPS STORM OUTPOST NEAR CAMBODIA 

HUNDREDS of fresh North Vietnamese soldiers be¬ 
lieved fighting for the first time in the war stormed a 
South Vietnamese outpost 800 yards from the Cambo¬ 
dian border Wednesday in a human wave assault that 
cost them more than 100 dead, allied military sources in 
Saigon disclosed. The spokesman said the Communists 
fired a barrage of about 200 rounds of mortar fire from 
Cambodia before attacking the Tuyen Binh outpost In 
the Mekong Delta's desolate Plain of Reeds 58 miles 
northwest of Saigon. South Vietnamese militiamen killed 
at least 108 of the North Vietnamese in the four hour 
clash, the biggest battle in South Vietnam in nearly two 
weeks. They said six South Vietnamese were killed and 
27 wounded. 

NATO ADOPTS PLAN FOR USE OF TACTICAL NUCLEAR WEAPONS 

THE NORTH ATLANTIC TREATY ALLIANCE 
Wednesday gave the go-ahead in Brussels for use of 
tactical nuclear weapons in a warning barrage against 
Eastern Europe in event of a major Communist attack 
against the West. NATO defense ministers adopted a 
series of political guidelines laying down the circum¬ 
stances in which such weapons may be used. They did 
so at the opening session of the annual three-day pre- 
Christmas stocktaking meeting of NATO foreign, de¬ 
fense and economic ministers. They met as the Soviet 
Union and its Warsaw Pact allies opened a summit meet- 
Ing of their own Wednesday morning.

SENATE VOTES TO HIKE INCOME TAX EXEMPTIONS TO S800 

IGNORING the threat of a presidential veto, the 
Senate voted Wednesday to increase the personal income 
tax exemption to S800 by 1971, a tax cut its sponsors said 
was intended to help "the man with a big mortgage on 
a little house filled with children." Approved by a vote 
of 58 to 37, the plan was a substitute for reductions in 
tax rates supported by President Nixon and endorsed 
by the House and Senate Finance Committee that would 
trim everyone's taxes by an average of 10.1 per cent. The 
Senate voted to continue the 7 per cent investment tax 
credit — which the administration is eager to repeal 
— on the first $20,000 of any firm's investment in ex¬ 
pansion or modernization in any one year. 

NIXON URGES GOVERNORS TO CAMPAIGN AGAINST DRUG ABUSE 

PRESIDENT NIXON urged the nation's governors 
Wednesday to wage a community campaign against 
growing drug abuse by stressing "more information, 
more understanding," rather than harsher criminal penal¬ 
ties. Nixon and high administration officials addressing a 
day-long conference for 41 governors, their wives and 
children expressed alarm at the high incidence of use of 
marijuana and other illicit drugs, especially among the 
young. "I first thought the answer was more penalties," 
said the President, "but when you are talking about 
13 and 14 year-olds, penalties are not the answer . . . the 
answer is more information, more understanding," Warn¬ 
ing that America’s spirit is threatened with injury, Nixon 
said: "All of us must go back to our communities and 
wage a campaign, a campaign of education and informa¬ 
tion that will reach all the people of our states, because 
that campaign is probably more important than the crim¬ 
inal prosecution.” 

HOUSE UNIT OKAYS 15 PER CENT HIKE IN S.S. BENEFITS 

THE HOUSE Ways and Means Committee approved 
Wednesday a 15 per cent increase in monthly Social 
Security benefits for some 25 million Americans effective 
Jan. 1. 1970. Committee Chairman Wilbur D. Mills, D- 
Ark„ and Rep. Charles A. Vanik, D-Ohio. predicted House 
passage by Christmas. They also predicted the Senate 
may attach the 15 per cent boost on the pending tax 
reform bill. Under the committee plan, the increase 
would appear in March checks mailed by the Social 
Security Administration next April 3. The 15 per cent 
payments for January and February would be mailed in 
a supplemental check, a committee spokesman said. 

| NEGOTIATORS NEAR AGREEMENT IN RAILROAD TALKS 

NEGOTIATORS for the nation's railroads and four 
Bhopcraft unions, refreshed after a 12 hour break in 
marathon contract talks, Wednesday were reported near 
an agreement that would prevent a possible nationwide 
shutdown of railroad service. Talks resumed at mid¬ 
afternoon. The weary bargainers and government 
mediators recessed at 2:30 am. following about 40 
hours of nearly continuous negotiations that ran right 
through the 12:01 a.m. deadline Wednesday when the 
unions would have been free to strike. Assistant Labor 
Secretary William J. Usery Jr., top government mediator 
in the contract dispute, said the unions had agreed to 
withhold strike action as long as the bargaining con¬ 
tinued and progress was being made that gave hopes of 
a settlement.

MAYOR WHITE ANNOUNCES TOWING CRACKDOWN ON PARKING 

BOSTONS Mayor Kevin H. White announced 
Wednesday a towing crackdown on illegally parked cars, 
but said administrative red tape would delay its going 
into effect until next Spring. White took a ride in a heli¬ 
copter over the city with Traffic Commissioner William 
R. McGrath during the morning rush hour to see from 
the air what 350,000 commuting drivers see only' too 
closely every day. “Many of our problems are caused by 
motorists who refuse to abide by the law," White said. 
"The solution is to strike where it hurts most — in the 
poeketbook." The $500,000 program would require In'* 
purchase of 15 tow trucks to operate out of city storage 
lots. Errant motorists will pay a $12 towing charge and 
a $15 fine, plus a $3 per day storage fee. The City Count il 
has yet to approve the program, White said, and the 
necessary purchases will be made during the winter 
months. 

LOGAN PASSENGER LOAD 9.2 MILLION PERSONS LAST YEAR 

THE PASSENGER LOAD at Logan International 
Airport last year was about 9.2 million persons, a jump 
of 400 per cent from 10 years ago. A similar increase is 
foreseen during the next decade, the Massachusetts Port 
Authority said Wednesday. The report said the Boston 
airport had become the eighth busiest in the world since 
the MPA was created in 1959 and some 4,000 New Eng¬ 
land businesses are dependent upon its cargo facilities 
and passenger services. The passenger boom included 
nearly 700,000 international and nearly 8.9 million domes¬ 
tic passengers, the report said. It added officials expect 
a similar 400 per cent leap in the passenger count over 
the next 10 years.

Spiro T. Agnew no longer is a political accident 
looking for a place to happen. He is much more than 
] a hatchet man for his boss. 

He has emerged from the “Who’s He Depart¬ 
ment?” although the guessing here is that 50 per cent 
of the people you encounter could not tell you what of¬ 
fice Mr. Agnew held before he was elected Vice Presi¬ 
dent. 

A great many people still pray for the health of 
Richard M. Nixon and shudder violently at the thought 
that Mr. Agnew is only a heartbeat away from the 
Presidency. 

Despite all these things. Spiro Agnew suddenly 
is popular in his own right, largely because of a 
few speeches for which he was denounced by most 
of the columnists and romnientators. 

He is stormy and controversial, but all at once he 
identifies with many of the little people. 

Although he is Vice President of the United States, 
he has managed to assume the role of a political David 
courageously challenging the great Goliath.

No Domestic Shortage 

An Amherst professor takes strong exception to 
U.S. Attorney General John Mitchell's refusal to grant 
a visa to a European spokesman for the so-called world 
Trotskyite organization. 

The professor, it seemed, had booked this booster 
of Trotsky-type revolution for a lecture to a collegiate 
audience, lie' feels Mitchell’s action interfered directly 
with the educational process. That's a loss not to be 
easily condoned, even if the professor makes no at¬ 
tempt to evaluate it. 

However, all is not lost. Right now the domestic 
market is loaded with philospohers and advocates of 
strange credos. You can obtain anything you want from 
instant revolution to complete instructions on how to 
build your own private Paradise with a cheap hypo¬ 
dermic needle and a few dollars worth of LSD. 

On the face of the evidence most of these strange 
thinkers represent only tiny minorities but if you judge 
them by their impact on the public and the noise they 
make — all are harbingers of a nation and a world 
apart from anything man has ever known. 

Many of them would be forced to espouse their 
causes in the lonely, bone-gnawing cold of Siberia if 
they lived under a certain flag. They are free to in¬ 
dulge themselves in the wildest philosophical extrava¬ 
ganzas under the free speech protection of the I'.S. 
Constitution. 

While we do not wish to speculate on either the 
ethics or constitutionality of Secretary Mitchell's door¬ 
closing to the Trotskyite we're sure that if the good 
professor really wants to bum down some imaginative 
barns up Amherst way, he will not have to go abroad 
to find a revolutionary. 

The domestic market has never been so well- 
stocked with fiery-tongued orators seeking audiences. 
Consider the case of the so-called Chicago Seven. 
(They’ve been flying all over the country during week¬ 
ends and recesses in their long, drawn-out trial. Their 
fee. of course, includes transportation plus honorar¬ 
iums for their legal and incidental expenses. Like the 
rest of the field they find nothing wrong with Ameri¬ 
can money coming their way.

SAFETY lor SAVINGS 


SAIGON — In a busy 
downtown market street, 
the Chinese herbalist 
carefully measures out two 
dried beetles to each of his 
10 prescriptions lying in lit¬ 
tle heaps on brown paper 
squares. 

His dim shop is lined with 
a thousand jars and tins 
containing strange barks, 
twisted roots, dried leaves. 
Pieces of deer antlers are 
scattered everywhere. 

His business is brisk, for 
in Vietnam one treats ms ’ 
aches and pains with a 
variety of recipes that 
could challenge a complex 
cook book. 

At first sight, some of the 
remedies may appear a lit¬ 
tle dubious. 

Take the soothing of 
bruises. The recipe is 
simple. Some of the gasoline 
used by Saigon's filthy, 
f a me-beldhing motorized 
rickshaw is mixed with kit¬ 
chen salt, allowed to stand 
and ten applied smoothly. 
From personal experience 
with a battered collection of 
blue-green arms and legs, it 
truthfully can be said to 
work. It does not even need 
any initial faith in it to 
do so. 

A much more pleasant 
recipe is the cure of rhest 
colds - camphor oil rubbed 
into the back and chest with 
a piece of cut ginger root. 

And to prevent scars, all 
one needs is the juice and 
pulp of a carrot-like root 
called nghe to rub into the 
healing wound. 

Another much-coveted 
root, which in Saigon can 
cost up to $25 for about two 
inches, is the Korean 
ginseng. If with its lateral 
roots it looks like the body 
of a man, so much the 
better. But anyway, brewed 
into a kind of tea, it is suf>- 
posed to give the drinker 
Increased strength and vital¬ 
ity. 


MATER NIT F USES 

The business of having 
babies in Vietnam is follow¬ 
ed bv a whole series of 
remedies - most of them 
very uncomfortable - soun¬ 
ding to the Westerner 

“First, no woman is 
allowed to take a bath or a 
-.lower for at least a month 
afteT giving birth,” the wife 
of Senator Pham Van Ba 
explained. “The skin of the 
Vietnamese women is very 
weak.” 

Gentle dabbings with col¬ 
ogne or water, is about as 
far as it is considered safe 
to go. In Vietnam’s steam¬ 
ing heat, the prospect for the 
other inmates of the house 
seems a dim one, unless 
they have no sense of smell. 

But worse follows. To 
draw out any cold that is 
always suspected of lurking 
within the weakened body, a 
new mother will lie on a 
wooden bed frame over a 
charcoal or wood fire. Bad 
bums and even deaths 
sometimes occur as s 
result. The combined effects 
of smoke fumes and the odd 
flying ember can wreck 
havoc with this cold cure. 

Mrs. Bao, the young 
mother of two. has a sure¬ 
fire remedy for slack 
stomach muscles. Heat 
rough salt in a saucepan un¬ 
til the grains are jumping. 
Then pour it into Uhick 
brown paper and place it, as 
hot as can be borne, on the 
stomach, held in place with 
two bricks. 

If the model-like slimness 
of Mrs. Bao is anything to 
go by, the hot salt cure is a 
must for all new mot'-ers. 
Sadly, one suspects, 
however, that the fragile 
Mrs. Bao would never have 
anything but a flat stomach 
and that a little more thin 
salt is needed for same of us 
Westerners.

$11,100 Check 
Coming To City 
In Trust Case 

Mayor Monte G. Basins has 
been notified by the Massa¬ 
chusetts Attorney General's 
office that the City of New¬ 
ton will soon receive a check 
for $11,100 as its share of a

milk, most of which were 
made for schools in the area. 

In a letter to Mayor Fas- 
bas, Carmen L. Durso, an As 
sistant Attorney General and 
Acting Chief of the Consumer 
Protection Division, stated 
that a check, "will go out to 
you in approximately five or 
six weeks, which is the time 
necessary for processing 
came.” He added, “I am very 
pleased that this lengthy mat¬ 
ter has been terminated so 
successfully.”

cluding Tandy Industries, of 
Tulsa. 

Al’TOS BANNED 

Tandy is building 
Seward's Success and it 
plans to use some concepts 
that will make it a city 
unlike any other presently 
existing in the United 
States 

It will be a totally en¬ 
closed city containing a 
petrolenm center, a com¬ 
mercial mall, a sports 
arena, schools, a residential 
mall and a transportation 
system that includes mov¬ 
ing sidewalks. And it won't 
have any automobiles. 

“We're building a city for 
people, not for cars," ex¬ 
plains Addison Terry, Tan¬ 
dy's vice president for 
marketing. 

The city’s plans include 
walkways, skylights and 


broad windows that will 
give a feeling of openness 
while protecting the 
residents from the climate. 

"A family moving up here 
from Los Angeles could be 
in business and live there 
without needing any winter 
clothes except for sporta 
events,” Terry said.

ADVISORY GROUP SLATES BROAD ADULT EDUCATION PROGRAM 

THE MASSACHUSETTS Advisory Council on Edu¬ 
cation proposed a multi-level educational program 
Wednesday designed to reach half a-niillion adults in the 
next decade. The recommendations were contained in a 
report to the council by Dr. Melvin R. Levin, director 
of urban studies at the Urban Institute of Boston Uni¬ 
versity. The report called adult education in Massachu¬ 
setts "only an afterthought," and added, "as is often 
the case, the persons most in need of assistance are less 
likely to take advantage of existing programs than the 
better educated." The council also recommended a scries 
of administrative reforms to improve personnel services 
within the state Department of Education. The MACE 
report criticized pupil service workers for lack of imagi¬ 
nation, claiming "the very group that holds the greatest 
promise for effecting institutional change apparently 
continues to be concerned primarily with helping a child 
develop within a structure rather than concerning Itself 
with the relative merits of the structure itself." The 
advisors recommended the creation of a Bureau of Per¬ 
sonnel Services within the department and creation of 
a "consulting service" through which leaders in various 
fields would be available for advice on matters of pupil 
services. 

SOLON SAYS SOME PETS FED MORE THAN ELDERLY PERSONS 

"SOME PET DOGS and cats are fed more nourish¬ 
ing meals" than the elderly, State Sen. Samuel Harmon 
said Wednesday at a hearing of a Special Commission 
cn Hunger ami Malnutrition. He declared that some of 
the elderly in his Dorchester-Mattapan district are liv¬ 
ing on "coffee and Danish pastry, morning and night.” 
Harmon compared the diet of pets to the meagre diet 
of some of the state's 600,000 elderly. Most senior citi¬ 
zens, lie told the commission, pay 35 to 40 per cent of 
their income in rent and then must pay monthly bills 
after which "there is not much left for 90 meals during 
the month."

Rules and Pornography 

Dean Burch, chairman of the Federal Communi¬ 
cations Commission, put it pretty broadly recently 
when he said that if some dollar-hungry agency de¬ 
cided to pipe some such pornographic filth as "I am 
Curious (Yellow)” into living rooms there is nothing 
he could do about it.

First reaction to the FCC head's plaint is that 
he shouldn't need any code or guidelines to prevent 
the besmirching of the home screens with some of 
today’s output of moving pictures, both foreign and 
domestic.

Beano May Be Legalized 
Before End of Next Year 

State House observers believe that 1970 will be th# 
year in which beano finally will be revived in Massachu¬ 
setts as a small-scale and legalized form of gambling. 

Predictions are being made that a bill to legaliz# 
beano will be enacted by the State Senate and House of 
Representatives by even wider margins than was th# 
case earlier this year. 

Doubt also is being expressed that Governor Sa~ 
gent will veto the beano bill next year, as he did earlier 
this year. 

The basis for this last opinion is that great pres¬ 
sure will be placed on the Governor in an election 
year by spokesmen for veteran posts, church 
groups and other charitable organizations who 
want to promote beano games to raise money. 

Enactment of a new law earlier this year, which al¬ 
lows church, veteran and other groups to run bazaar# 
aHd raffles to obtain funds for charitable purposes, may 
have paved the way for the adoption of a new beano 
law in 1970, in the opinion of some Beacon Hill observ¬ 
ers. 

A bill to bring back beano was approved in th# 
House of Representatives this year by a vote of 114 to 
81 and in the State Senate by a margin of 20 to 14. 

Governor Sargent vetoed the measure when it 
reached his desk. The House then voted 147 to 80 to 
override his veto. A shift of five votes would have over¬ 
riden the Governor's veto, but the actual count wasn't 
quite enough. 

The Governor will hold the key to whether beano 
will be revived in Massachusetts. 

If he should turn down the measure again, it's un¬ 
likely that the bill would be passed in the Senate over 
his veto.

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Posthumous 
Comeback 
For Edith Piaf 

A shapeless little woman, 
dressed all in black, Edith 
Piaf dominated French 
entertainment for two 
decades with a voice that 
could plunge from joy to 
tragedy in a single note. 

She died six years ago and 
France has been searching 
ever since for someone to 
take her place. 

Ths year the French 
stopped searching and 
remembered instead. In a 
Show business season 
without surprises or sensa¬ 
tions, she is once more the 
etar everyone talks about. 

They read through a new 
biography for her half - 
sister, entitled simply 
“Piaf,” that traces her life 
from birth on a Paris 
sidewalk to premature 
death 48 years later, racked 
by drink and drugs. 

They play and replay her 
great hits, “Milford,” “La 
Vie en Rose,” "My 
Legionaire,” on radio, 
television and their own 
phonographs... 

They have raised havoc 
with the seating schedule of 
several Paris movie houses 
where a documentary on 
Piaf’s life and music was 
being shown with the 
feature film. Audiences 
came early to see the Short 
subject and stayed to see it 
a second time after the 
main feature, dabbing their 
eyes and clearing their 
throats as they finally left 
the theater. 

Appropri ately, her 
“comeback" is as filled with 
Controversy as her life. 

Her brother and another 
half - sister tried to have the 
biography suppressed on 
grounds that its author, 
Simone Berteaut, was not 
really Piaf’s half - sister 
end that the book was a 
“web of deliberate errors " 

A P. ris judge, com¬ 
menting that the book and 
its heroine had been the 
subject of vast publicity, 
held that the complaint was 
unjustified. 

The book was read 
chapter by chapter over 
French radio, discussed on 
F rench television and in one 
major newspaper, France 
Soir, it was the subject of a 
full page of interviews 
every day for two weeks 
with the men in Piafs life 
talking about the book and 
their friendships with its 
heroine. , 

“Simone Berteaut made 
Edith appear a vicious 
woman. That's false," film 
actor Yves Montand com¬ 
mented in one interview. 
“Edith needed love because 
•he sang well only when ex¬ 
alted or brokenhearted — 
but in love she was the 
purest and simplest of 
women.” 

The family of the late ex - 
middleweight c h a m p ion 
Marcel Cerdan, who was 
often described as the only 
great love of Piafs life, fil¬ 
ed suit against the author 
for claiming an affair 
between the boxer and 
singer. The boxer's widow 
cited a letter from Piaf to 
herself saying there had 
never been anything 
between the pair except a 
“great fridndship.”

Challenge Promise Of 
Heat For City Workers 


Atty. Peter F. Harrington, 
Ward 2 Alderman - At- 
Large, Elect and Thomas B 
Concannon, Jr., Ward 2 
Alderman. - Elect, question 
Mayor Basbas' proposed 
budget request which is 
promised to provide heat in 
the recreation department 
work area, where they have 
described the conditions as 
“similar to a Siberian work 
camp.” 

In a letter to Mayor Basbas, 
Harrington and Concannon 
have said it is unclear 
“whether or not you intend to 
take any corrective action” 
upon their request for heat for 
the city workers. 

They went on to say, “Your 
letter completely avoids the 
issue of supplying heat to Ihe 
second floor, (work area). 
The fact that the Building 
Commissioner is going to 
request an appropriation in 
the 1970 budget for hot - air 
blowers to increase the heat 
in the section where motor 
vehicle equipment is stored 
does not correct the fact that 
men must continue to do 
indoor winter work at 
temperatures often below 
zero.” (The areas are 
separate). 

Harrington, also a member 
of Newton's Charter 
Commission, said in seperate 
comments, "There is either a 
failure to understand the 
problem or a gross 
exaggeration of the 
effectiveness of the proposed 
solution. The specific area 


with which we are concerned 
is the second floor (loft) at 
the Crafts Street City Barn, 
where, during the winter 
months, our City employees 
are painting and repairing 
outdoor equipment used 
during the warm weather. 

“The blowers that are being 
requested will be used to 
provide heat on the first floor 
where motor vehicles are 
stored and where department 
employees have a small room 
for their use during lunch and 
coffee breaks." 

Both Harrington and 
Concannon said that they 
"Were pleased to learn that 
the men no longer had to sit 
around an ope i - faced 
electric space - heater to keep 
warm during their lunch 
hour." 

Harrington added. “If a 
private business tried to get 
away with working conditions 
like these they would be clos¬ 
ed down." 

The Aldermen - Elect said, 
“We request that a n 
immediate emergency 
appropriation be requested in 
order to install radiators in 
the loft (There are none at 
present), for insulation for the 
roof, and a ceiling over the 
work area.” 

In conclusion they said to 
Mayor Basbas, “It you think 
that it is necessary, or would 
be at all helpful, we will be 
happy to meet with you or one 
of your department heads and 
point out the specific area 
With which we are 
concerned.”

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A Christmas Carol 


Greater love hath no man than this.—John 15:13 

LJ E lived alone in a cheerless tenement In a dim alley in the heart of the 
• • squalid and congested East Side of London. Who he was, from 
whence he came, what he did, nobody seemed to know. To tell the truth, 
nobody appeared to care. A stooped, pinched and shabby little figure 
with an air of timorous shyness and haunting pathos about him, he iooked 
for all the world as if he had just emerged from a drawing by Daumier. 
When he went out, he was swallowed up immediately in the immensity of 
the metropolis. When he came back, he retired at once unto himself. He 
seemingly lived in the desolation of utter loneliness and the hopelessness 
of abject poverty—a forgotten man submerged in the teeming popula¬ 
tion of the vast city. 

As the Winter set in, he was seen less and less. For several days be¬ 
fore Christmas, he was not seen at all. Then some incident with which I 
am not familiar led the authorities to visit his wretched habitation. They 
found him dead—dead on the greatest day in the Christian calendar, a 
victim of acufe privation and long neglect. As he had lived by himself, 
apparently alienated from his fellowmen, so he had died, with no one to 
smooth his pillow for the last time, or to say a prayer or utter even so 
much as a friendly word to mitigate the pangs of departure into the 
great unknown. 

When they took out his pathetic remains, consigned no doubt to a 
potter's grave, the neighbors merely shrugged their shoulders. Another 
poor devil gone, who was doubtless a sore burden to himself and certainly 
of no possible good to anybody else. Then they dismissed him from mind. 
There was, however, one fact that the neighbors did not know. 

When the authorities examined his poor and meager effects, they 
found literally thousands of receipts for postal orders. They covered a 
period of many years. They were not large in individual amounts but they 
represented hundreds of English pounds in the aggregate. They all went 
to charities—charities of all kinds, without discrimination as to race, 
creed or color of the beneficiaries. Orphanages, hospitals, shelters, homes 
for the aged, all manner of institutions for the relief of human misery in all 
its pitiful forms were included in the benefactions. Yes, and among the 
list animal welfare societies had not been forgotten. The last receipt was 
for a contribution to the Salvation Army to buy Christmas dinners for 
the poor. 

This man had lived in extreme penury and died in utter destitution 
that the least of these, his brethren, might be administered unto in their 
helplessness, want and suffering—that those who were hungry might be 
given meat, that those who were thirsty might be given drink, that the 
stranger might be taken in, the naked clothed, and the sick visited. The 
brief item I read in a London paper some years ago, and upon which this 
story is based, gave no hint of the personal drama or inner crisis—if such 
there was—which led to this great renunciation. But surely in some way 
the transforming power and grace of that love and compassion which 
Jesus insistently preached and consistently lived and died to vindicate, 
had quickened the heart and possessed the soul of this man of the London 
slums, and had become the absorbing passion of his life.

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Jewish Defense League To 
Hold Meeting Here Sunday 


It was announced today that 
the newlv-formed chapter of 
the Jewish Defense League in 

Boston will hold a genera! 
membership meeting Sunday 
afternoon, December 14. 

A)*n Mandel, chairman of 
the 1 oston J3L chapter, said 
the meeting will take place at 
Congregation Beth El Atcr?. 1 
Israel at 2 p.m. that day. The 
congregation is located at 561 
Ward Street, Newton Centre. 

Keeping with the tradition 
that all Jews are responsible 
for one another, members of 
the Jewish Community of 
Greater Boston have founded 
a local chapter of the Jewish 
Defense League in response to 
an appeal for help from the 
residents of the Mattapa.i- 
Porchester area. The im¬ 
mediate goal of JDL is to in¬ 
crease the level of protection 
afforded to all residents of the 
area, white and black, Jew 
and Christian. 

The operation of Boston 
JDL will be carried out in 
strict adherence to the law, 
and with cooperation of the 

police, as has been the case 
with JDL operations in other 
areas throughout the country 
where the 8000-member 
League already func¬ 
tions. 

Mandel pointed out that 
until the formation of JDL 
locally, no effective response 
to the pleas of elderly resi¬ 
dents terrorized by acts of vio¬ 
lence, was heard. The esiab- 
lishment of a local chaplet of 
the Jewish Defense League 
was followed almost immed¬ 
iately by Increased Police pa¬ 
trols of the area. 

"The concern of JDL ex 
tends to any act that 


threatens Jewish rights and 
physical survival, as well as 
the total democratic fabric," 
declared chairman Mandel. 
"For that reason, a contingent 
of JDL members were 
present when a group 
threatened to disrupt religious 
worship Saturday. November 
29. at Temple Emanuel In 
Newton," he continued. 

Tiie Jewish Defense League 
saw in that threat a danger 
not only to a specific 
businessman whose grandson 
was Bar Mitzvah that day. 
nor oven only to the Particu¬ 
lar Temple involved, but to 
the concept of freedom to 
worship, as guaranteed by the 
Constitution. 

Mandel extended an in¬ 
vitation to the general 
membership meeting to all 
individuals sensitive to the 
need and courageous enough 
to carry out the most effective 
solution. The local officers 
will be introduced at that 
time, a program for action 
will be presented, and 
volunteers will be assigned to 
the manifold tasks of JDL.

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NEWARK MAYOR, 14 OTHERS, INDICTED IN U S. CRIME PROBE 

THE FEDERAL DRIVE to rid New Jersey of Mafia 
Influence and official corruption moved into city hall in 
Newark Wednesday when Mayor Hugh J. Addonizio and 
14 others, including three city councilors, were charged 
with tax evasion and a $253,500 extortion plot. The 
ration's top law enforcement officer. Atty. Gen. John N. 
Mitchell, who triggered the indictment of 11 Mafia 
figures and 44 of their henchmen Tuesday, announced 
the new action. Mitchell had promised last week to root 
out corrupt officials and break the Mafia control of 
gambling in New Jersey. Fifty-three of the 55 persons 
named Tuesday have been arrested thus far by the FBI. 
They include Mafia chief Simone R. "Sam the Plumber” 
De Cavalcante, who claims to be related to Italy’s royal 
House of Savoy family. The 66 count indictment charged 
Addonizio and the 14 others, including eight present or 
former city officials, extorted $253,500 from an enginer¬ 
ing firm engaged in muncipal constuction in Newark. 
It also charged them with conspiring with each other 
and other persons to affect inter state commerce by ex¬ 
tortion and with evasion of federal income taxes. In 
another development, attorneys for singer Frank Sinatra 
went into U. S. District Court to try to kill the state 
Investigations commission inquiry into New Jersey 
crime. Sinatra, who has been subpoenaed to testify, is 
seeking to test the constitutionalitv of the state body. 
If upheld, it would halt the commission’s investigation. 
Judge James Coolahan reserved decision. Addonizio':, in¬ 
dictment left in limbo the status of governmental 
operations of New Jersey. 

NIXON MOVES TO REPLACE U.S. ATTORNEY MORGANTHAU 

PRESIDENT NIXON moved Wednesday to replace 
U. S. Attorney Robert M. Morganthau, the nation's fore¬ 
most prosecutor of underworld crime, but Morganthau 
said he would not resign at this time. The White House 
announcement that Nixon planned to oust Morganthau, 
a Democratic holdover in the southern district of New 
York, and replace him with Republican Whitney North 
Seymour Jr., touched off a revolt by New York's two 
Republican senators. Mayor John V. Lindsay also de¬ 
plored the announcement. Sens. Jacob K. Javits and 
Charles E. Goodell said in a joint statement that Mor¬ 
gan! hau's ouster posed "a serious problem." They 
■trongly indicated they would oppose it In the Senate, 
which must approve appointments of U. S. Attorneys. 

PRESIDENT UPBRAIDS CONGRESS FOR EXTRAVAGANCE 

PRESIDENT NIXON upbraided the Democratic 
Congress for extravagance Wednesday, declaring the 
spending pattern the lawmakers set will have its 
inflationary impact on every family budget in the nation. 
He urged House and Senate to join him in curbing gov- 
erment spending "no matter what the cost in political 
popularity." He added, "At stake is nothing less than 
the future of American economy." The President said 
In his letter to Congress that appropriations which are 
adding billions to the budget he is trying to keep will 
create a crisis in public confidence and fire the flames 
of inflation. 

TENN. CONVICT RELEASES 23 HOSTAGES UNHARMED 

A CONVICT who took 23 persons captive and 
threatened to set fire to a guard released his hostages 
unharmed Wednesday when Tennessee state prison of¬ 
ficials in Nashville agreed to several of his demands. 
Haywood Quinn, 34, quietly surrendered a prison made 
knife that he held to the throat of one of the guards. He 
claimed he was unjustly denied a parole. The drama 
began about 11 a.m. EST when Quinn, serving a 10 to 
17 year term for robbery, rushed through the door to 
the visitors' gallery' before guards could close it. He 
forced guards to give him the key to the room and 
locked himself up with two guards, four fellow inmates 
and their families who were visiting them. One of those 
taken hostage was a one-year old infant. The captives 
were all released before 4 p.m. after State Corrections 
Commissioner Lake Russell agreed to four of Quinn's 
demands. 

LAWMAKER DENOUNCES BANKS' CHRISTMAS CLUBS 

U. S. REPUBLICAN Benjamin Rosenthal, D N.Y., 
Wednesday in Washington denounced bank-operated 
Christmas Clubs, which he said victimized unsophisti¬ 
cated depositors such as children, the poor and the 
elderly. He said his consumers subcommittee would in¬ 
vestigate. Rosenthal said the failure of most financial 
Institutions to pay interest on Christmas Club deposits 
amounted to making money from those persons with 
little knowledge of banking. Some club members, he 
said, were not aware that the vast majority of Christmas 
Clubs were unlike normal accounts, in that they don't 
pay interest. Others are aware that they aren't col¬ 
lecting interest, added Rosenthal, "but they look upon 
It like City Hall—you can't fight it." 

STOCK MARKET CONTINUES TO TUMBLE IN YEAR-END SELLING 

STOCKS were pulled down against Wednesday by 
year-end selling, concern over inflation and the squeeze 
on corporate profits. Trading was moderately active. 
The New York Stock Exchange index mirrored a loss 
of 20 cents in the average common share price. The 
Dow Jones industrial average of 30 blue chips fell 3.90 
to 769.33, its lowest level since Oct. 11, 1966, when it 
stood at 758.63. Turnover expanded to 12,840,000 shares 
from 11,880,000 shares Tuesday.

Governor Sargent, of course, Is primarly inter¬ 
ested in winning a full, four-year term in the Gov¬ 
ernorship in next year’s election. He is not likely 
to worry too much about past feuds and fights, 
and if he decides that Buck Dumaine's presence on 
the GOP State ticket would help him achieve his 
objective, he'll forgive and forget any past differ¬ 
ences. 

But if the Governor concludes that Spaulding 
would be a greater asset to him than Dumaine as the 
Republican nominee for the U.S. Senate, you can oe 
sure that Dumaine would not get the nod of the GOP 
convention. 

Francis W. Sargent will be the boss at the Republi¬ 
can State Convention to be held at the Prudential Cen¬ 
ter next June, and the conservatives, liberals and In- 
betweens would do well to realize that. 

What would happen in a primary fight between 
the conservative Dumaine and the liberal Spauld¬ 
ing is another matter. Usually, however, the Re¬ 
publican voters back the choices of their party con¬ 
ventions.

These workmen, who have suffered hardship as 
a result of their strike, had no objection to the ac¬ 
tion of General Electric in sending recruiters to 
Holy Cross, Boston University and other institu¬ 
tions of higher education. 

So why do students involve themselves in matters 
of no real concern to them? 

That's an intriguing question. The answer seems 
to be that they seek things to demonstrate about, not 
that they were trying to aid the cause of the strikers. 

Apart from the fact that the strikers want no 
moral support whatever from the dissident stu¬ 
dents, the latter are trespassing on the rights of 
other students who may want to talk to a GE re¬ 
cruiter. 

If no students show up to listen to an account of 
the employment opportunities at General Electric, tha 
recruiter obviously is wasting his time. But if students 
desire to add General Electric to the places where they 
might go to work upon graduation, why should they be 
denied that right? 

Nixon Statement on My Lai 
Massacre Came As Shocker 

One of the surprises produced by President Nix¬ 
on’s recent televised press conference was his flat 
statement that there definitely was a massacre of 
civilians at My Lai. 

Mr. Nixon went on to declare that under no cir¬ 
cumstances could it be justified, which, of course, was 
true if women and children were killed in cold blood. 

The President of the United States obviously could 
have access to information not available to the general 
public. 

But conflicting statements which have been 
made by soldiers who were at My Lai and by news¬ 
men and military officials who were not there, 
have created a great deal of public confusion and 
uncertainty as to exactly what did happen there. 

The horrifying pictures published in Life Maga¬ 
zine actually prove nothing. They could have been tak¬ 
en any place, and the blood-spattered victims shown in 
the photographs could have been killed by the Viet 
Cong or by air strikes. 

Men who have fought in Vietnam say that wom¬ 
en and children have been killed in great numbers 
there, sometimes because they failed to leave their vil¬ 
lages as advised, sometimes because they were caught 
in bombings or in the line of fire between opposing 
forces. 

They say it’s one thing for a soldier to see a 
civilian figure coming out of the woods and to turn 
and fire without waiting to ask questions and 
something else again to kill women and children 
without reason. 

Most of them are still unconvinced that there 
really was a massacre at My Lai, pointing out that 
most of the conflicting claims were based on hearsay, 
not on personal observations. That’s why President 
Nixon's statement that there was a massacre came as 
such a shocker.

— appropriately enough — a 
secluded valley. 

Capone and his gang are 
long gone but the guest 
ranch he once owned — the 
Lazy Ray — is going strong. 

Located in the Jemex 
Mountains, the Lazy Ray is 
a dude ranch in the tradi¬ 
tional sense. It offers trail 
rides, cookout breakfasts, 
chuckwagon dinners and 
pack trips as normal fare, 
plus the extra bonus of a 
trout stream flowing 
through the ranch. 

Another New Mexico 
ranch with a history is the 
50-year-old Bishop's Lodge, 
which takes its name from a 
chapel that was im¬ 
mortalized in Willa Cather'a 
novel, "Death Comes for the 
Archbishop." 

The chapel, built by 
Archbishop John B. Lamy 
in the 1870s, stands today on 
ranch property just out of 
Santa Fe. N.M. The 
Bishop's Lodge and the 
nearby Rancho Encantado 
are products of Spanish col- . 
onial culture, including the 
setting, the architecture, 
the furnishings and the 
hospitality. 

Across New Mexico guest 
ranches can be found that 
offer swimming pools, ten¬ 
nis. golf, bird-watching, 
rockhounding, amateur 
archaeology and other 
specialized entertainment. 
Some even have their own 
airstrips. 

They are found in the 
Sange de Crislo mountains 
in north-central New Mex¬ 
ico. in the enchanting and 
lush Pecos Wilderness in 
the high country if 
northeastern New Mexico 
and diagonally southwest 
across the state near the 
Gila Wilderness. 

The ranches are for ac¬ 
tive people, for the painter, 
the writer, the tired ex¬ 
ecutive or for family vaca¬ 
tions.

Drycleaning experts say 
the traditional method was 
sensible, measured b y 
today's scientific standards. 

Many an heirloom has 
been carefully wrapped in 
tissue paper, often blue, and 
stored in a trunk in the at¬ 
tic. Modern storage experts 
recommend the tissue 
paper, but there is no scien¬ 
tific reason for its being 
blue. 

The tissue should be laid 
between the folds of the gar¬ 
ment, thus protecting each 
layer from the weight of Ihe 
layer above. Thus ti e folds 
are rounded rather than 
creased. Creasing over a 
prolonged period causes 
damage. 

The National Institute of 
Drycleaners says that pro¬ 
bably the biggest enemy of 
an heirloom gown is 
moisture. That's why 
grandmother headed for the 
dry attic, rather than the 
damp basemnet. Dampness 
causes mildew, a fungus 
that thrives on cotton, linen 
and rayon. Some of the 
oldest fabrics in existence 
are those which were 
stored in arid climates, says 
the institute.

Legal Action Against 
Landlord Is Approved 


The Newton Board of 
Aldermen on Monday night 
unanimously adopted a resolu¬ 
tion urging legal action 
against a landlord who owns 
several allegedly sub-standard 
dwellings. 

The resolution also asked 
that “any dwellings which are 
unfit for human habitation'^ 
he condemned and that the ci¬ 
ty relocate all tenants displac¬ 
ed by such action." 

The resolution was in¬ 
tro luced by Aldermen 
Edward C. Uehlein and 
Franklin N. Flaschner. 

It stated that certain multi- 
unit apartment buildings in 
Newton Upper Falls and 
elsewhere have been in¬ 
spected by representatives of 
the city and .nspection report- 
“contain allegations that 
health and or building codes 
have been violated.” 

The resolution also gave the 
endorsement of the aldermen 
to the action of the Newton 
Upper Falls Improvement 
Association and the Newton 
Committee for Fair Housing 
and Equal Rights in calling 
for an early solution to these 
problems. 

The Newton Committee for 
Fair Housing and Equal 
Rights last week charged that 
the landlord owns 11 building- 
containing 26 apartment units 
in Upper Falls and that there 


are violations of the health 
and building codes "involving 
many of these buildings ” 

Some of the specific com¬ 
plaints were: no central 
heat.ng. inadequate hot water, 
exposed electrical wires, 
broken plumbing. dark 
stairways without bannisters, 
drafts caused by loose doors 
and rodents. 

Acting City Solicitor Charles 
Morang reported that some 
legal action against the 
landlord has been instituted 
and that 28 application! of 
complaints will be hearc on 
Dec. 30 in Newton District 
Court. Code enforcement in¬ 
spectors are presently prepar¬ 
ing complaints on other 
structures as well, Morang 
said. 

It has been pointed out by 
city officials in the past that 
there was reluctance to con¬ 
demn buildings until presently 
non-existent relocation hous¬ 
ing available is available.

Behind this National Cof¬ 
fee Safety Stop Program is 
a theory that drivers who 
tend to push beyond the 
levels of endurance in their 
rush to get somewhere else 
for the holidays, will take 
time for rest breaks when 
free coffee is offered. 

The best proof comns 
from Camp Lejuene, N.C., 
where the marines have 
been making use of coffee 
stops in preventing ac¬ 
cidents among men return¬ 
ing to base after extended 
leaves. During a five-year 
period they reported no ma¬ 
jor accidents while coffee 
safety stops were in opera¬ 
tion. 

“The point is,” says 


Secretary of Transportation 
John Volpe, “getting out of 
the vehicle long enough to 
take a cup of coffee gives 
drivers a change of en¬ 
vironment anil lias a chance 
to relax which are know n to 
be effective in offsetting 
man. driving hazards.'*
